Was Noted lawyer and 


Managed Both of the 


Bryan Campaigns 


Many of Former Colleagues Will 


Attend Funeral Which Will 
Occur at National Capital. 


"Washington, June 2—Former United 


States Senator James K. Jones of Ar- 
kansas, died at his 
residence 
here 


Monday evening, after an illness of a 
few hours, aged G9. He was one of 
the leading Democrats in the senate 
from 1885 to 1903, and was one of 
the strongest supporters of William 
J. Bryan, having, as chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, con- 
ducted the campaigns of 1S96 and 1900. 
Since leaving the senate in 1903 he 
has conducted a law practice in this 
city, and has not actively engaged in 
politics. 


On Friday Senator Jones returned 


from a visit to his daughter, Mrs. 
Leonora Carrigan, in Arkansas, and 
Sunday night was apparently enjoy- 
ing good health. Complaining slight- 
ly, Monday morning he remained in 
toed and at 5:30 Monday evening died, 
the immediate cause of death being 
heart failure. 


A native of Mississippi, where 
he 


was 'born in 1839, James Kimbrough 
Jones receipved a classical education 
and- fought as a private soldier 
in 


Jthe Confederate ranks 
through 
the 


civil war. After becoming a resident 
Df Dallas county, Arkansas, he lived 
on his plantation there 
until 1873, 


•when he took up the practice of law. 
He was elected to the state senate the 
same year and became president of 
that body in 1877. Afterward he was 
elected in the 47th and the two suc- 
ceeding congresses, and in 18S5 suc- 
ceeded to the seat of James S. Walker 
in the United States senate, where he 
served three terms, retiring in 1903. 


Senator Jones was a delegate to the 


national 
Demoratic convention of 


1896 which gave Mr. Bryan his first 
nomination, and. as chairman of the 
committee on resolutions he reported 
the 16 to 1 iplatfonr. He was made 
chairman of the national Democratic 
committeee after the convention, and 
as such conducted both of the Bryan 
campaigns for the presidency. 


In the senate Mr. Jones came for- 


ward rapidly as one of the leaders of 
his party and was for several years 
chairman of the Democratic caucus. 
He was a member of the subcommit- 
tee on finance, which reported 
the 


Wilson-Gorman tariff bill, and was an 
earnest advocate of tariff revision. Al- 
though not an orator. Senator Jones 
-was a forceful and logical speaker and 
was often heard in debate. 


Senator Jones is survived by his 


wife and three children, Mrs Carrigan 
of Arkansas, Miss Sue 
Jones, 
and 


James K. Jones, Jr., of this city. Sen- 
ator Jones will be buried in this city, 
and many of his forme colleagues in 
congress who have not left the city 
•will remain to attend the funeral.

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ROOSEVELT EXTRAVAGANCE. 


(New 
York World.) 


The mere statement of the figures 


of government revenues and expendi- 
tures, as cited by Senator Culberson. 
for the six years 1903-1909 is an ap- 
palling exposure 
of 
extravagance. 


During the period President Roosevelt 
has been the dominant leader or his 
party. He has dictated the country's 
policies and. directed its finances, and 
as a result he has brought the Govern- 
ment within sight of a deficit which 
in the next year promises to wipe out 
all the savings of the United States 
'treasury during the long era of un- 
paralleled prosperity since the war 
with Spain. 


The session of Congress just ended 


has not only appropriated §1.008.000.- 
000—much less than President Roose- 
velt demanded—but it has raised the 
total appropriations 
to 
?90,00^000 


more than the aggregate expenditures 
for 1908, for which a deficit of over $70.- 
000,000 is now assured. In 
the six 


years since 1903 there has been an in- 
crease of about 40 per cent, in expen- 
ditures, against an. increase of only 
12 per cent, in population. 


Taking the two items of the army 


and navy, which Mr. Roosevelt has 
used all his influence 
to have in- 


creased, the expenditures for the last 
six years exceed those for the six 
years from 1893 to 1898 by S416.Q.OO.- 
000 for the army, or over 137 per cent. 
and by £423,000,000 for the navy, or 
almost 236 per cent. In six years Mr. 
Roosevelt has had about one and one- 
third "billions of dollars to spend on 
the military and naval establishments, 
and. is dissatisfied because he has no: 
had more. 


Not less startl'ng is the rapid in- 


crease in new offices under the Roose- 
velt administration. This year 
the 


number was 23.784, costing Slt.lj' • • 
and in the six years 1903-1908 the to- 
tal number of new 
offices 
created, 


aside from many commissions, has 
been 9,319, entailing an additional ex- 
penditure of nearly

STEEL NETSJ-OR WARSHIPS. 


Device to Protect Vessels Against an 


Enemy's Torpedoes. 


A successful demonstration of a steel 


net that will protect warships from 
torpedo»assaults was recently held in 
Narragansett bay, says a Newport dis- 
patch. Battleships of the United States 
navy are to be equipped with the nets 
at once and the cruisers and other ves- 
sels as rapidly as possible. 


The test was directed by naval offi- 


cers under instructions at the torpedo 
stations. The resistance of the nets to 
Whitehead torpedoes was regarded as 
sufficient demonstration of their util- 
ity. The result was applauded by the 
otBcers. 


One of the torpedo nets which are 


the testing ground. It was held sus- 
pended by two launches, and the tor- 
pedo boat Morris was brought into ac- 
tion for the demonstration. 


Running at full speed, the Morris 


fired a Whitehead torpedo within 800 
yards of the net at a speed of thirty 
knots. The torpedo struck the net, re- 
bounded and glanced away from the 
steel meshed obstruction. The net 
swayed and quivered under the shock, 
but was not damaged. 


When tbe net was examined it was 


declared to be powerful enough to re- 
sist all torpedo attacks in action. It 
was declared that the speed of the bat- 
tleship or cruiser protected by these 
steel veils would not affect the resist- 
ance offered by the net 


The battleship fleet now preparing 


for its journey around the world may 
be equipped with these nets before the 
stf rt for Suez. 


CHANCE FOR TEACHERS. 


Good Positions FOP Young Women 


Who Won't Fall In Love. 


Frank R. White of the government 


public school service hi the Philippines 
has come to the United States oa a 
peculiar mission. 
Mr. White is in 


Washington to gather together about 
250 men and women who are willing 
to go to the Philippines to become 
teachers. He had a conference recent- 
ly with the officials of the insular bu- 
reau at the war department and will 
have interviews with the civil service 
commission in regard to selecting per- 
sons who are willing to teach- 


One pculiarity about his mission Is 


that Mr. White wants teachers who 
will teach the Filipinos and who will 
not fall in love with young army of- 
ficers and government employees hi the 
islands. The position of teachers pays 
from §900 to $1.500 per annum, and 
Mr. White is desirous of\taking a ma- 
jority of young men if be can get them. 
Mn White has been in the school serv- 
ice in the Philippines for over six 
years. He went to the islands from 
Nebraska and has made a success of 
his work in the islands. 


When he gathers together 250 teach- 


ers he will personally conduct the 
party to the islands and install them 
in their positions. 
He considers the 


male teacher more reliable from the 
standpoint of the matrimonial risk than 
the female teachers, but he is willing 
to try the young ladies and hopes to 
have a full cargo of both sexes ready 
to sail In a few weeks. 


BAN ON "LITTLE TENTS." 


Priest Bars "Merry Widow" Headgear 


From His Church. 


"Hats -with broad, spreading brims 


and tall, -waring plumes—'little tents,' 
they may be called—are out of place in 
church." 


This is the decision of the Rev. An- 


ton Kuhls of St Mary's Roman Catho- 
lic church in Kansas City, Kan., and 
he has placed a ban on "The Merry 
Widow" hat. 


Father Kuhls believes that women 


can dress with taste without indulging 
in every fad. Lnst summer be barred 
elbow sleeves, snying their place was 
in the kitchen, over the rrasbtub. The 
young women of his church were not 
surprised, therefore, when the vener- 
able priest denounced "The Merry Wid- 
ow" hats. 


"Do not wear them in this church,"

on the Cactus Plains—Brilliant Career of Senator Ray- 


ner, Who Demanded a Court of Inquiry to Ascertain 


Whether the Colonel Has Been Fairly Treated.

T 


RULY it is a dull day in these 


times when one does not hear 
of some sensation in the Amer- 
ican army. If it is not the ele- 


vation of a Dr. Wood it is the general- 
ization of a Captain Pershiug. If it 
is neither of these it is a Brownsville 
riot and a battalion "broken" in con- 
sequence. If it is not a black bat- 
talion incident it is a white man's 
burden episode. The affair uppermost 
at present in popular interest is of the 
latter sort. Colonel William F. Stew- 
art of the artillery corps is the white 
man's burden, and President Roose- 
velt is the white man who has to car- 
ry him. 
Being commander in chief 


of the United States army by virtue 
of his office, the president is burdened 
•with many detail annoyances which 
the mere civilian wots not of, and the 
bearing of apparently necessary dead 
wood on his back because it belongs 
to the army is not the lightest of his 
loads. 


Nothing in American history serves 


as a precedent for the executive "ex- 
ile" of Colonel Stewart to the cactus 
areas of Arizona. 
The colonel has 


been sent to the cactus because he is 
"cantankerous," according to the war 
department; 
also, according to the 


war department, he is "temperamen- 
tally impossible." Now, there is noth- 
ing whatever in the army rules and 
regulations that authorizes any su- 
perior officer to do anything with any 
inferior officer for being either can- 
tankerous or temperamentally 
im- 


possible, or both. Consequently Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has had to act in this 
matter upon his own initiative. 
He 


desirable officer a few years ago and 
was requested to a<=k for retirement. 
The colonel declined the request. Ap- 
parently there was no means of getting 
rid of him by shunting; him throntrh the 
normal channels of dismissal, for, ac- 
cording to the president and the de- 
partment, he had not been guilty of 
any act which could bring about his re- 
moval by court martial finding. It was 
held and still is held by the depart- 
ment that the colonel is a man of such 
temperament that he cannot get along 
with other officers and the men iu 
any command to which he may be as- 
signed and that therefore his presence 
in a command which comprises other 
human beings is detrimental to the 
army service. 
Twenty-eight Miles From Folks. 


Wherefore it came about that the 


military powers that be looked over 
their list of some 5,000 army posts and 
discovered Fort Grant, a desert and 
deserted post which was established in 
1S63 by enthusiastic civil war volun- 
teers from California. Just how these 
volunteers expected to find Confeder- 
ates to fight on the Arizona desert does 
not concern this story, but the problem 
is curious enough to deserve this run- 
ning mention. The one time post com- 
mandant's abode is an adobe hut now 
crumbling to picturesque ruins. 
The 


caretaker, it appears, has taken care 
not to arrest the growing picturesque- 
ness of the "doby" house, for an. an- 
cient ruin is an asset in southern Ari- 
zona. 


Colonel Stewart must house himself 


in this hut 
Ho is under orders not to 


l»ave the military reservation without

therefore has ordered Colonel Stewart 
to take command of Fort Grant, in 
southern Arizona, the same being a 
long abandoned post, sans garrison, 
sans society, sans soap, sans bath- 
tubs, sans everything to make life 
worth living there, save only the free 
air of airy Arizona and a fine, large 
view of greasewood, sagebrush, cactus 
arid an occasional Joshua tree. 


Colonel Stewart already has spent a 


winter in that command. There is, to 
be sure, a caretaker on hand for the 
abandoned post, but under the war de- 
partment's order Colonel Stewart does 
not command the caretaker; be com- 
mands only the post. Other than the 
colonel jir.cl the caretaker there aiv no 
human U-ings present But it is only 
twenty-eight miles to the rearest town, 
where as many as 450 persons reside 
and there is a postoffice. 


Somehow the Stewart case did not 


attract general attention at the colo- 
nel's initial exile, but when the Ameri- 
can Dreyfus, as he is called by some, 
was ordered to transfer himself to the 
command of another abandoned post 
away down la Florida and immediate- 
ly upon his arrival there to hit the 
overland trail back for Arizona and 
Fort Grant the American public discov- 
ered that there was a remarkable bit 
of news for perusal. The more un 
usual a thins; is the bigger news it is. 
and here was a thing quite as unusual 
as a purple cow. 


Senator Rayner's Demand. 


It remained, however, for a United 


St.'ii°s senator to discover the news 
and herald it to the nation upon the 
wi'.isjs of eloquence. The senator is 
Isi.Jor Jtayjior of Maryland. "Hark to 
an exiled son's appeal!" sang a \\s\i 
time poet of the senator's state. Sena- 
tor Stewart harked to the appeal of 
Colonel Stewart because the colonel's 
wife i.s a relative of the late Senator 
Whyte. co! Ion sue of Mr. Knyner. Tha> 
f.-ft Prpt Jij'IiwI him to tnkc up the 
matter of 
Colonel 
Stewart's exile. 


ProFeiitK Senator Knyner had :< muc*i 
(Ip<>;K>r interest in the matter, for he 
Is a ln\\\er of vast learning and a jus- 
tice lover of the old fashioned stripe. 
He iiit'de- investigations and deduc- 
tions whi. h brought him to his feet on 
the floor of the senate with a demand 
that Colonel Stewart's cnse bo investi- 
gated. Stewrrt had requested a court 
of inquiry o^ a court martial to deter- 
mine whether he had been treated fair- 
ly. 


The facts in the case as mobilized tip 


to date seena to be that Colonel Stew- 
art, who has served more than forty 
years in the army, was deemed an un- 


express consent of the war department. 
As he cannot command the caretaker 
to trek to the hamlet twenty-eight 
miles away and wire Washington, his 
friends are wondering how he will get 
supplies if Iiis larder runs low or med- 
icines if his drug chest becomes de- 
pleted. Of course it may be that the 
caretaker is an accommodating person, 
possessing ia his anatomy the milk of 
human kindness still unclabbered in 
the alkali atmosphere. 


Colonel Stewart is fifty-nine years 


old. 
He may be retired against his 


will at sixty-two if the president sees 
fit. 
The question is. Shall Colonel 


Stewart be exileri to Arir.onn until 1!M1, 
or shall lie be the subject of some sort 
of official 
inquiry to determine his 


status? 
Senator Rayner wants to 


know. 


It would lie scarcely possible for the 


exiled officer to fcnd an advocate more 
able to conduct his case than this same 
Isidor Itnyner of Baltimore. It was 
said by « Washington correspondent 
sixteen years ago, referring to Mr. 
Rayner. then sen ing the last of his 
three terms as a member of the lower 
house. "If he is not cut down by boss- 
ism, this co'jntry will hear a great deal 
more of tbis young Hebrew before the 
world is much older." 
His Career a Series of Triumphs. 


The world is not much older, but it 


has heard n great deal more of Kny- 
ner. who instead ot being cut down by 
bossi«m has cut down bossism itself 
and mounted to high place upon the 
ruins thereof. Rayner was the chief 
thorn in th*- fle-.li of the late Senator 
Goran n of Maryland. His final victory 
over the long tiine political ruler of 
Maryland came wh?n he was elected 
to the United States senate in 1005 
But many victonos had preceded this. 
Rayner's career 1mb been a series of 
triumphs. 


Trie senator was born in ISoO in Bal- 


timore, lie :rtt:;rcl n thorough co!!f- 
giaSe education and began practicing 
law at twenty years of age. He joined 
the Episcon-il clr'ich in order to wed 
the gentile lady < > f his choice. He be- 
came n brilliant lawyer, winning fame 
nml fortune tosroiher. It is said that 
but few men in America are so deep!;, 
versed in the common law, while, as to 
stattitory law and court reports, this 
practitioner has dug down to the foun- 
dations and tossed all the excavated 
material iJito the marvelous, storehouse 
of his memory. His most celebrated 
case was that of Admiral Schley, 
whonn ho defended when the hero of 
Santiago underwent Hint curious and 
Unprecedented, trial seven years ago— 


a trial to show cause why and how be 
had won one of the greatest naval vic- 
tories of the ages. Mr. Rayner's five 
hour speech upon that occasion thrilled 
the republic from Key West to Pugr-t 
sound and from the Maine boundary to 
Brownsville, Tex. 


IE any one doubts that Isidor Ray- 


ner, lawyer, will not go to the dregs in 
the bottom of the cup of Colonel Stew- 
art's humiliation, let him recall how 
vigorously Admiral Schley's counsel 
went to work among the dry legal 
bones of naval law and navy appli- 
ances and appurtenances until he was 
ready at the Schley hearing with a 
knowledge of warships, forts, batter- 
ies, guns, ammunition, signals, cus- 
toms, regulations, and so forth, that 
would have made a complete descrip- 
tive catalogue had it been assembled 


No Precedent to Cover the Case. 


Now that Senator Rayner has. taken 


up the cudgels we may look for some- 
thing fully as exciting as was Senator 
Foraker's fight against the dismissal 
of the Brownsville battalion and even 
more picturesque, for Rayuer is more 
spectacular and brilliant as an orator 
than Foraker. 
Rayner knows as a 


constitutional lawyer that the consti- 
tution of the United States forbids ex- 
pressly "cruel and unusual punish- 
ments." Will he characterize the pun- 
ishment of Stewart as cruel and un- 
usual? Unusual undoubtedly it is. ant! 
there's the rub. There is no precedent 
by which to go. We have no law, mili- 
tary or civil, covering the point as to 
the degree of cantankerousness that 
renders a person so undesirable as to 
merit exile, and!, be it remembered, we 
assuredly have no law authorizing exi'e 
as a punishment. True, Fort Grant is 
in United States territory, but it is con- 
siderably more than forty-five minutes 
from Broadway. 


Again, we have no legal definition of 


the temperament which Is impossible. 
It would seem that almost any old tem- 
perament should be possible in a free 
country, though perhaps not so in the 
army. Certainly if there is an officer 
In the army so overbearing, let us say, 
that he tyrannizes over the men under 
his command there should be some 
means of eliminating the tyrant from 
authority over the tyrannized. We have 
made a great many laws in our 130 
years of national existence, bat thase 
points we have neglected utterly. Eu- 
ropean nations have done better. They 
have "courts of honor" in their armies 
which may recommend and cause the 
retirement to private life of any officer 
who may be adjudged unfit for service, 
but whose shortcomings do not render 
him liable to a regular court martial 
trial. 


Roosevelt Up a Tree. 


The president seems to be in this In- 


stance in the situation of Mike, who 
climbed a tree down in Arkansas to 
catch a catamount, not being aware of 
the cantankerous character of the cat 
On the ground below stood Pat looking 
up through the foliage. 


"Have yez got him, Mike?" called

''Yis, bedad," muttered Mike, "I've 


got him, an' I want yez to come up an' 
help me let him loose!" 


The point Senator Rayner and other 


persons who take issue with the presi- 
dent in this affair wish to make i? 
merely that, as they look at the mat- 
ter, an officer should have some sort ol 
hearing on charges of cantankerous- 
ness, or what not. just as any citizen is 
entitled to a trial before punishment 
The point in fact, is identical with 
that raised by Senator Foraker and oth 
ers in their objection to the dismissal 
without honor of the soldiers who gar- 
risoned" Brownsville when somebody 
shot up the town. But the application 
in the present case is quite different 
from that, and the situataion in gen- 
eral is still unique.
